Fall  Planting 

By  the  time  this  paper  reaches  you,  we  may  have  had  one  or  two  good 
frosts,  which  will  cause  the  leaves  to  fall  from  deciduous  trees  and  shrubs 
preparing  them  for  fall  planting.  This  stock  may  be  planted  until  the  ground 
freezes,  but  we  suggest  early  planting  as  the  cold  weather  may  beset  us  earlier 
than  we  expect.  Anything  you  may  order  that  should  be  planted  in  the  spring 
will  be  reserved  for  you  until  that  time. 

Since  early  August  work  has  been  progressing  on  the  relocation  of  the 
Manheim-Lancaster  Highway.  About  two  miles  of  concrete  road  is  being 
laid  and  is  partly  completed  at  this  time.  This  photo  was  taken  along  the 
road  bed  which  passes  through  our  Nurseries,  and  the  point  on  one  of  our  farms 
from  which  it  was  taken  is  now  covered  with  concrete.  These  operations 
have  made  it  necessary  to  close  the  road  leading  from  East  Petersburg  to  the 
Nurseries.  To  get  to  the  Office  and  Storage  House  now,  people  coming  from 
Reading,  Elizabethtown,  Lancaster  and  points  South  will  drive  North  through 
East  Petersburg  to  Mechanicsville  on  the  old  Highway,  turn  right  at  Landis’s 


Road,  then  follow  hand  signs  to  Nurseries.  Motorists  coming  from  Lebanon 
and  other  points  North  will  drive  through  Manheim  and  South  on  Highway 
and  then  take  first  left  hand  road  after  passing  newly  laid  concrete.
